But. although it is a fact that 
the .great majority of British 
Socialists now realise that. Com- 
munism is-u tragic failure, there 
are still a good many sceptics’ in 
their ranks whe are inclined .to 
treat all evidence of Communist 
intrigue. rather as a, joke than 
otherwise. However, some revela- 
tions made by the Home Seeretary 
(Sir William Joynson Hicks) .re- 
cently show that not only is Moscow 
lengaged in political propaganda in 
England, but that Soviet money is 
being freely used for the. purpose 
of subsidising crime. He an- 
nounced that ho was in posseasion 
of conclusive proof that certain 
Bank of England notes found’ on 
‘gunmen' arrested. in London had 
been issued shortly before the ar- 
rests: by a Russian bank in Eng- 
land, and, moreover, that a large 
number of Tréasury notes issued by. 
a Soviet banking Institution had 
passed into the possession of the 
Communist Party and through them 
to-Communist organisers in all 
parta of. Great Britain. There. ‘is 
thus established a direct. link be- 
tween the Soviet bank and “Red” 
agitators in England. If, further 
evidence is required, wo can get
